For 1864, imports $62,498,066; ex 
ports $18,665,446 ; excess of imports $13,- 
832,620, or a total “halance of trade” against 
the Province for the two years of $17,965, 
581. In 1865 the imports, very fortunately 
fell to $44,227,822 and the exports ‘rose to 
$54,219,159, showing mn excess of exports 
over imports ot $9,991,987, and reducing the 
jrade balance against the Province on the 
theee years operations to $7,973,644. Ad- 
‘ing together the exports anl imports for 
‘each of the three years named, we find the 
aggregate trade of the Province with the ex- 
ternal world to have been, in 1863, $87,796, 
025; in 1864, $91,163,512; and in 1865, 
996,447,581 ; an increase in 1864 over 1963, 
‘of $3,367,487 and an increase in 1865 over 
1866 of $7,284,069. Comparing the volume 
of trade with the estimated population for 
these years we find the rate per head, to be 
for 1843, $31.54; for 1864 $31.65, and for 
1865, $32.99 oF fn increase in two years 
the’ trade of the counkgy eal to $1.34 per 
hhead uf the population. 
Despite the difficulties with which Canada 
thas had to contend of late years, the forego- 
ing statintics indicate gnbstantial and not very 
slow progres. The compntation of popula: 
tion, however, upon the rate of increase of 
the nine years preceding the last census inay 
not be very reliable. We should think that 
it w ealeulated to give an exaggerated notion 
of the actual population of the country atthe 
present time; for, apart from the falling 
in immigration of late years, there hare Leen 
other diaturbing elertents at work that would 
probably be found, were a census taken, now, 
tohave reduced thd increase to'a lower rate
